BEXHILL EDWARDIAN WEEK 


TO the newcomer to emergent Bexhill-on-Sea, 
arriving via‘the South East and Chatham 
Railway’s recently-opened Crowhurst to Bexhill 
branch line at Bexhill West, the first glimpse of 
the Edwardian town’s shopping delights would 
have been framed by Sackville Arch. 

The road was notable for the quality of its 
shops. We asked the 88-year-old father of 
deputy editor John Dowling what Sackville 


Road was like in his boyhood when he lived in 
nearby Cornwall Road. 

Without hesitation his mind’s eye went up the 
west side of the road, naming Welsh’s 
Emporium, the Italian delicatessen, World’s 
Stores, Green’s Drapery, Wells shoe shop (still 
going strong), Barnes’ cycle shop, Hughes’ 
butchers, Durrant’s plumber’s workshop and 
on the east side the post office, Merritt and 


Truman’s shoe repairs and Geering’s coal 
merchants. 
“T attended St Barnabas’ Infants’ School, now 
the site of the library. We Infants were on the 
ground floor. The Junior girls were above. “I 
also attended the Pleasant Sunday Afternoon 
at the Methodist Church. PSA was a sort of 
Sunday school. It seemed like half the town 
attended...”

How a 
marriage 
made 
Bexhill 


ACKVILLE Road — the name 
GS pst the town’s history because 

the manor of Bexhill — then a tiny 
village — was granted by Elizabeth I to 
Baron Buckhurst, the Ist Earl of Dorset, 
Thomas Sackville. 
The Napoleonic Wars, when more than 5000 
troops were garrisoned in the town, put 
Bexhill on the map and the year 1813 saw 
two great families come together and form 
the basis of the town’s society life for many 
years to come. With the marriage of 
Elizabeth Sackville to the 5th Earl of De La 
Warr, the Bexhill and Buckhurst estates 
passed to the De La Warrs. 
In 1883 the 7th Earl had the eastern sea wall 
and parade built and in part payment for 
this, London Builder John Webb accepted 
land to the south of the railway for 
development. 
The 8th Earl continued his father’s work and 
the furtherance of Victorian and Edwardian 
development during the 1890s was almost 
entirely due to him. 
With important hotels built and 
entertainment for all very much a part of 
town life, it is all too easy to see how the 
town enjoyed its heyday in Edwardian times. 


No period photograph of business premises was 
complete without a proud figure posed outside. 
This was the Sackville Dairy in its heyday.

Pictured, right, is the demolition of Sackville 
Road cattle arch in 1892. Before the parade 
embankments were built, the first in 1883, the 
lower reaches of modern Bexhill were marsh or 
swamplands providing rough grazing. 

With the construction of the London, Brighton 
and South Coast Railway in 1846, cutting off 
this valuable marshland south of the line, it was 
necessary to provide cattle arches for access. 
There were four within the town boundaries, at 
Cooden Beach, Westcourt Drive, Glynde Gap 
and, most importantly, at Sackville Road.

ESTERN Road was the first to be 
Wi out by the man largely 

responsible for developing the 
town centre as we know it today. 
But to understand how the present centre 
fits in to the scheme of things, it is necessary 
to go back a few years to when Samuel 
Scrivens was, after the De La Warr family, 
the largest landowner in Bexhill. His 
disposal of farmland between Belle Hill and 
where Town Hall Square now is, led to the 
building in the early 1880s of the London 
Road shopping area. This was the first step 


in the urban spread towards the railway, 
which had been opened in 1846. The making 
of these roads leading to the Sackville Arch 
made it possible to develop south of the line. 
Enter London builder John Webb who was 
engaged to build a sea wall and esplanade 
between Galley Hill and Sea Lane, begun in 
1883. With remarkable foresight he accepted 
in payment land south of the railway and 
west of Sea Lane which he developed 
enthusiastically as the Egerton Park estate. 
Using Sackville Arch as an access he first 
laid out Western Road and built the 


Devonshire Hotel, which was the first new 
building south of the line, in 1886. 

The expansion based on the axis of 
Devonshire Road was assisted in the 1890s 
by the town’s rapid growth as a holiday 
resort for the well-heeled. 


In this decade the population more than 
doubled to 12,213 at the start of the 
Edwardian era in 1901. 


And by the early years of the new century 
the town’s business and commercial centre 
was almost exclusively south of the railway. 


This fun came free 


How the holidaymakers must have envied local 
people, able to venture onto the sand exposed at 
low tide in any free time they had and dabble in 
the rock pools. Then, Bexhill drew visitors in 
their thousands, mostly from the monied classes 
who no doubt spent a few bob, if not guineas, in 
the local shops which appeared to prosper in the 
town’s new found growth and affluence. But 
down on the beach it didn’t matter how much or 
how little you had: shrimping and sand castle 
building were great levellers.

ITTLE Common was a quiet village 
i "helenae around the junction of two 


roads when the Edwardian era with 
its dramatic growth burst upon Bexhill. 
Fiercely independent, it developed as a 
residential and trading community in its 
own right with its own distinctive character. 
Village pond and wheelwright’s shop have 
long since bowed to the march of progress 
but the Wheatsheaf Inn is a landmark 
familiar to the Edwardians that has 
withstood the passing years. 
With its predominantly Edwardian 
architecture, Bexhill town centre will be 
the focus of attention during the week. 
However, Select Interiors in Cooden Sea 
Road will take on the appearance of a 
living room just vacated by an Edwardian 
lady.

HE Mepham family 
Ton: was synonymous 

with the removals and 
storage business in old Bexhill. 
These treasured family 
photographs dating back to the 
foundation of the firm in 1900 
by his grandfather, Thomas 
Mepham, were loaned to the 
Observer for this Edwardian 
Week supplement by Mr 
Edward Mepham of Oswald 
Court, Larkhill. 


Me Mepham recalls: “In 
addition to the carriers’ vans, 
my grandfather also operated 
two carriages of the landau 
type which plied for hire on 
Bexhill seafront during part of 
King Edward’s reign. 


“The old photo shows my 
father, Albert Edward Mepham 
and my uncle Thomas Henry 
Mepham, taken in about 1910.”
